There is not an 
American in our country that is not fully aware 
that England desires a dissolution of our confed~ 
éracy. They caro not how it ia effected, so that 
they can point to the destruction of the “inodel re~ 
public?” a3 an argument in favor of an oppressive 
monarchy. The sympathy they profess to feel for 
the slaves is all feigned. They desira only to fo- 
mitt discord and quarrels between the north ond 
south, 3 

If they were,really displaying sincere philan~ 
tbropy, they woald begin at thair own doors. In- 
stead of paying lecturers to. viaft this country to 
ameliorate the condition of our slaves, they would 
contribute something to {ree (heir own white 
brethren fom pauperism and slp! vation, such as no 
slave in this country has any conception of.

Tue Census Retorns—Gnowrn or Tut U: 
TED Srares.—We learn from the New York Post, 
that the census returns, already received from sev- 
enteen states of the Union, slows an increase of 
Population since 1840, of 3,130,898, which, added to 
tho aggregate population ten years ago, of 17,093,- 
3 would alone make now 20,224,251. Estima. 
ting the increases in other states by. the same ratio, 
the ogeregate population of the nation in June last, 
may be put dovfh at not less than 24,000,000, or an 
increase of nearly 7,000,000 in the lost ten year 

In sorne of the states the increase has been very 
rapid, in others quite inconsiderable, In Maine they 
hare 612,000, being an increase in ten yeare of 110,- 
207; or even twenty percent, Massachuseits has 
1,000,000, being an increase of 220,172, also up- 
wards of twenty per_cent. Connecticut has 386,- 
000, or an advance of 65,935, also upwards of twen- 
ty ler cent. Pennsylvania has 2,300,000, showing 
an increase of 575,07, or over thirly-three per cent. 
Oliio has 2,000,000, showing an increase of 670,- 
732, or over forly percent. Wisconsin bas 350,- 
000} she hai but 20,000 ten years ago. 

The District of Columbia, on the other hand, 
has cained but7,000, She has now 60,000, or less 
thon twelve per cent. inerense; North Carolina has 
800,000, being an increase of 46,581, or only about 
six per cent, South Carolina has $00,000, being 
an increase of only 44,701—less than eight per 
cent, We bave returns {rom only one other sou- 
thern slate, that is Georgia, the population of 
which is now 1,000,000, showing and increase of 
308 about forty-five per cent. 

The 840 of increase in the whole Union, erti- 
mated from the returns received of seventeen, is 
about 30 percent. That of Georgiais fifteen per 
| cent. ahead of the average; that of South Carolina 
[is twenty-two, and North Carolina twenty-four

The Fugitive Slave Law—Hemarke of Col. Me- 
Clernond. 

The following extract is from the remarks of 
Col. McClernand, in reply to Giddings? barangue 
against the fugitive slaveaw, at the opening of the 
present session of congress: 


Mr. McClernand said he did not rise to follow 
the gentleman from Obio in bis wanderings upon 
the subject of slavery : bis only object was to re: 
pudiate for himself, his district, oud for Mlinois at 
large, the disloyal sentiwents which bad been ad- 
vanced and ascribed to the people of the north gen- 
erally. Mr. MeC. believed that the great iss ol 
yile of the north were free from the contagion 
Of tho revolutionary sentiments which bad been 
advanced. ‘The people of the non-slaveholding as 
well as the people of the slaveholding states, were 
a law-abiding and patriotic people—they revered 
the constitution, were attached to the Union, aud 
were willing to fulfil their public dutice. 

The gentleman from Ohio objected to the fugi- 
tive slove aol—the net lately passed by congress. 
He was opposes to it because, as he alleged, it wos 
an outrage upon human rights, nd a reproach to 
p civilized and christian coninunity, ‘The gentle- 
man hould not deceive himeel! nor the public.— 
The question bere was not whether slavery was 
right or wrong, but what 1s our duty as law-xiv- 
ers, ‘This was the question. The’ constitutio 
povided thot fugitives from service should ‘be de- 
ivered up on claim of the party to whom such ser- 
vice or labor may.be due.’ Without this provis- 
jon the constitution would not have been ailojted 
at least, #0 we are inforined. The faith of the 
tes became pledged to carry into effect thie pro- 
vision. tho fath of the gaverninent became so 
pledged; and, in pursuance of this solenin obliza~ 
tion, congress passed a law in 1793, early after the 
organization of the government, to carry it into 
practical effect. ‘This lay was paased by a con- 
Rress composed in many instances, of revoluti 
Fy patriols, who voted for the law ; and it was 
signed and approved by Washington, under the 
sanction of his oath of office. ‘This was the ex- 
ample of the Father of his Country ond his com- 
patrlota in the struggle for personal liberty and 
hotional independence. Are the gentleman froin 
Ohio and his adherents more pure, more patti 
more philanthrapie than thore illustrious men 2— 
Have they done more for the good of mankiail ban 
their ancestors? Scarcely | 

‘The law of 1793 fulfilled its purpoar for a num- 
ber of years; it was fairly avd in good faith exe 
cuted; and fugitives from ervice were delivered 
Up in all the non-slaveholJing. states; but in the 
course of years voluntary combinations were or- 
gauized, who, by various arts, seduced slaves from 
their homes, and by secret_ means conveyed them 
toa distance from the jurisdiction of the slave- 
holding states: Not only was this’ business car- 
ried on secretly and by stratazem, but not unfre~ 
quently the party clawing the restoration of the 
fugitives were inaulted and violently maltreated. — 
This practice becawe a crying grievance. The 
great tnass of the just-minded men of the country | 
admitted it to be deprecated its existence; | 
the south became distrustful of the north, and the 
north began to become aliensted from the south: 
thus things were growing worse every day. Out 
of these causes sprung the amendatory fugitive 
slave act. It was designed to remedy an acknow- 
ledged grievance, and fo arrest a fatal tendency to 
sectional distrust and ill-will, sud finally to disun- 
io 


Now, if the act is wicked, who are responsible 
for it?” Not those who bow to the supremacy of 
the constitution and lasts—not those who yielded 
obedience to the law of 793, passed by the revolu 
tionary patriots and sages, and which was approv- 
ed by Wastington—none of these: but those, on 
the contrary, who have counselted the disregard 
and violation of that law, who have resisted ils ex 
ecution, and rendered it a nullity upon the statute 
book. Those are they who are responsible in 
truth and morality for the amendatory fugitive 
slave act, ond upon them rests ond should rest the 
responsibility. out of their lawless and re- 
bellious doings sprang the amendatory act, 

The gentleman from Obio wakes his objection 
too late. The law which he denounces is but the 
fulfilment of a constitutional injunction, and his ob 
jection should be made to the constitution itself, 
rather thar to the law. Ts he opposed to the con- 
stitution? Would he tear that sacred instrument 
into fragments to gratify his wild dreams of in- 
stant and universal emancipation? Would he Jo 
this? If s0, let hin roake o clean breast—let him 
avow the fact, Is it candid, is it honest to profess 
Toyalty anid devotion to the constitution, and at the 
sate lime to reject ils injunctions? Let the 
IMionists, if they will, strike ot the constitution 
itself this is the root of what tbey denounce as an 
evil. Let them wove for a convention to change 
the constitution, of, if they are too impotent for 
that, let thew resort lo. forcible means of revolu- 
tion, This course would be more open and manly, 
although it might be more penally responsible than 
the underhanded and tortuous means whieh find fa 
vor with some of them. But they will not yet ve 
n this alternative—it is fraught with too 
bh danger. ‘The very excess and madness of 
such aa attempt would react and drive from them 
thousands of honest, but deluded men—it would 
precipitate 0 bideous catastrophe, now only con 
Tearplated by a few desperate leaders.
